last night, said : 
“ Yes, we believe the business of 
Sedalia is pretty thoroughly can­ 
vassed and divided 
between

here; but our place 
can do twice the work it has with­ 
out a dollar of expense for equip­ 
ment and we are going after more 
work at Kansas City. 
“ VV e believe in Sedalia and Se­ 
dalia institutions, and propose to 
increase the number of people on 
our pay rolls for Sedalia’s interest 
as well as our own.
